ANTWERP, September 6.—Dynamite er- 
ploded to-day in a cartridge factory in the 
vicinity of the Bourse, killing several per- 
sonsand doing much damage to property. 
Portions of the bourse were struck by burn- 
ing fragurents and set on fire, causing a panic 
in that building, which at the time was 


crowded. 
MANY VICTIMS. 


One hundred and twenty-six persons were 
killed by the dynamite explosion. 
FIRE ADDED TO THE HORROR. 

The cartridge factory was situated behind 
the docks upon which mililions of cartridges 
were being loaded. It was adjacent to the 
petroleum stores and two large Russian pe- 
troleum warehouses were set on fire and 
are now burning. Other stores are endan- 
gered, Police, gendarmes and troops are as- 
sisting in the work of extinguishing the 
flames, while priests and Sisters of Charity 
are looking after the injured. The city is en- 
veloped in a dense smoke. 

* THE FIRE RAGING. 
Eighty thousand barrels of oil are burning. 
Eighty persons are injured, a majority of 
them being workmen. Several soldiers bave 
received injuries.

: w),tO-day Id the United 
states District Court 
on a charge of having 
fraudulently seeured 
citizens’ papers for 
aliens. Technicalities 
in the law are doing 
much tv save Lehman, 
though the District 
Attorney feeis confi- 
dent that he will 
secure a conviction. 
The Government is 
unquestionably working against great odds. 
Witness after witness fails in the most sus- 
spicious manner, when the important point 
in the case is reached. Each witness as he 
took the stand was asked concerning bis age 
when he procured his papers, The testimony 
was, without exception, in support of 
the charge that the minor papers had been 
issued to parties not entitled to them. Leh- 
man’s activity in making new citizens last 
failwas established, but the witnesses claim 
that they did not see Leman take the oath or 
testify concerning them. This is the sub- 
stance of the charge. 

The Government opened ita case yesterday 
by calling to the stand the Deputy Clerk of 
the Court of Criminal Correction, Mr. ‘William 
L. Fitzgerald. He had the records of the 
court with him and was asked torefer to 
them to see if Henry Schiers was granted pa- 


pers on September 6, 1888. Col. Dyer 
objected to the records being pro- 
duced, but his objection was overruled. 


Mr. Fitzgerald said Schiers had been granted 
papers that day on representation of Julius 


Lehman, who said Schiers had arrived in this 
country amin r; uuder 18 years of age, and 
had been iu the State one year. When asked 
if he was present in court when the papers 
were issued, Mr. Fitzgerald said he was not 
positive, but could tell by the record or pa- 
pers ifthey had his handwriting on them. 
Col. Dyer objected to this aid to memory and 
his objection was ain overruled. Mr. 
Fitzgerald was then shown a memorandum 
O. K. S., which he recognized and said he 
wrote it September 6, 1888. He was asked if he 
was in court that day but before he could an- 
swer Col. Dyer again objected to the counsel 
for the government refreshing the witness’ 
memory. As before his objection was over- 
ruled, the Court deciding that the counsel had 
the right te referto the records, Continuing 
his testimony Mr. Fitzgerald said the paper 
shown bim was made out by Mr. Chas. 
Bilnbartz, a clerk in the Clerk’s office 
which was apart from the court and after 
the papers had been passed on by the Judge, 
be marked them O. K. 8.’’ and the clerk 
then issued the certificate. Judge Thayer put 
in here you being in the court?’’ to which 
Fitzgerald answered Tes, sir. A wrangle 
followed in trying to get Fitzgerald to state he 
was present when the papers were sworn to 
ir d, bus he could only make the state- 
ment that he must have been as his hand- 
writing was on several “apers produced. 
TO-DAY’'S PROCEEDINGS. 

Court reopened at 10 o’ clock this morning. 
Mr. Fauntieroy, attorney for one of the de- 
fendants, asked the court if he would be per- 
mitted to file two demurrers, one to each form 
of indictment. The court informed tbe 
attorney that he could file as many demurrers 
as he wished. None of the other defendants 
were prepared to come out from behind Leh- 
man’s leadership, and the trial of the Dele- 
gate was resumed. 

Mr. A. A. Paxson, who was Acting Judge of 
the Court of Criminai Correction by appoint- 
ment from the Cireult Court during August 
anda part of September and October, 1388, 
was called to the stand. After the identifica- 
tion of the witness District Attorney Reynolds 
handed him the docket of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction for September 20, 1888, and 
asked him if he was Judgeof the court at that 
time. The witness replied that he was Judge 
on the date mentioned and likewise on Sep- 
tember 25, 1888. 

The District Attorney then asked: ‘‘On 
September 20, 1888, did you know Julius Leh- 
man?’’ 

„„es, sir. I became pretty well acquainted 
with Mr. Lehman duriag the months of July 
and August, 1888, when he frequently came to 
my house to arrange for bonds for persons 
arrested for violating the Sanday law., 

Do you remember hie appearing asa wit- 
ness on September 20, 1883, for an applicant 
for naturalization?’’ 

‘*‘Ican’tsay 1 remember his appearance in 
any particularcase. I can’t swear to the day 
or petson in any one case. There were a 
kreat many cases, none of which fixed them- 
selves particularily in my mind.“ 

‘*Assuming that Lehman was there on that 
date as a witness, can you state what ques- 
tions were asked Lehman concerning the ap- 
plication?’’ 

Mr. Dyer: ‘‘I object.’’ 

The Court: This raises an important point. 
The prosecution has already atven evidence 
to show that a person answering the name of 
Julius Lehman appeared as a witness in nat- 
vralization proceedings. Ithink it competent 
tor the judge of the court may set forth the 
invariable practice in iseuing naturalization 
papers. The prosecution mustframe its ques - 
tions to show that it was an invariable prac- 
tice to ask certain questions, before granting 
papers. 

The District Attorney then presented to the 
witness small slips bearing the names of ap- 

licants for citizenship and their witnesses. 
The witness said these slips were handed him 
by the cierk of the court for the purpose 
0 giving the court the name of 
applicant and the name of the witness. 
he judge said be then drew out from the wit- 
ness certain facts. Holding the slip in his 
band be would ask how long the witness had 
known the applicant. He would then ask if 
the applicant come to this country when 
under 18 years ot age. Judge Paxson sald he 
uired witnesses to testify inthe case of a 
minor that he had known tbe applicant 
at least 5 years, that he had come here before 
he was 18 years of age, that he was a good cit- 
izen and attached to this form of government. 
Judge Paxson remembered that bman had 
been a witness in many naturalization cases, 
but he 15 a designate the exact cases in 
which he ared.

assistant, that he had heard Lehman swear 
that he, Horstmanhoff, was 17 years 
of age when he came to this country.

more space than could be secured in the north 
nave, but what it could secure there is filled 
to overflowing.

Lverything the artists in precious metals and 
rare stones can produce is shown in those 


cases. 
So rich is the scene in this display, so gor-

One would think 
that rubies, pearis and such stones 
grew on trees as plentiful as peaches 
so great is the quantity displayed. And as for 


handsome silverware there has never before 
been so remarkabie and elegant a show. 

This display has to be guarded very care- 
fully, and though everything of value seems 
to be left quite unguarded, there are con- 
stantly watchful eyes upon the entire exnibit 
to prevent serious losses to the company. 

he second display is on the west side of the 
main floor. It is composed of umbrellas, 
cards, invitations, bail programmes, etc. 
The display of umbrellas is avery elaborate 
one and shows the foundation on which rests 
the company’s position as headquarters for 
the finest, best and cheapest goods of this 
class.

giintand glance from the polished metal and 
Klass of the fixtures. Descending the west 
stairs from the galleries the spectator has a 
very good view of this exhibit. It occupies 
quite a prominent position in the Exposition 
and the goods shown harmonize well in char- 
acter and color with those of the neighboring 
displays. 


There are two octagonal buildings atthe 
west end ofthe north nave filled with the 
most elaborate products of the loom. These 
Dulldings contain the exhibit of Frank Bros. 

The buildings were erected at great cost and 
are Very substantial, as are all the goods con- 
tal ned in them. The show isa great piece of 
pee onthe part of a very wideawake 

ouse. 

Itis also a series of lectures on style and 
taste in matters of dress. Every phase of the 
subjects is elaborately illustrated. There are 
delicate laces, heavy velvets, gorge- 
ous brocades, rich silks and 
the many handsome and serviceable 
fabrics which are necessary for the wardrobe 
of every lady in the land. 

The illustrations do not stop with the prin- 
cipal matter of dresse—the 3 extend 
into the field of millinery, into all the rich 
out-pourings of the world’s looms. 

The household is not negiected. Portieres, 
ourtains and such matters are shown in pro- 
fusion. 

All the beautiful effects inthe arrangement 
of these goods are gained bythe massing of 
rich colors, and positive contrasts. As de- 
comes ashow ofthis kind, the relations of 
color and texture are made very apparent, so 
that the eye of the most careless spectator is 
caught, and held by the picture untii the 
whole exhibit is seen in all its details. 

There are many examples of the height to 
which the dressing of exhibits may go to be 
seen in the Exposition, and Frank Bros.’ dis- 
play is one of the best of these.

The idea 
has been carefully worked out by 
this firm and is much admired by the 
hundreds of visitors who have passed 
it since the opening of the Exposition. The 
accuracy of the scene is commended by ali 
familiar with the reality. It is natural that 
the work should bave been correctiy done, as 
it was under the supervision and at the cost 
ofafirm well known for exact dealings and 
for the excellence of its goods. The bridge 
does not occupy all the space in the exhibit, 
sufficient being reserved for a display of ex- 
celient olothing, which the firm supplies to its 
innumerable customers. It goes without say- 
ing that their show will be one of the centers 
for the congregation of visitors. 


The Dozier-Wevyl Cracker Co. has the space 
occupied by the tobacco plantation and danc- 
ing feild hands in other years; it is at the east 
end of the north gallery. The background of 
the cracker company’s exhibit is the Miss- 
issippi River at and above Bissell’s Point. It 
is a good representation of the scene and 
forms an effective background tothe bridge 
of cracker boxes which is constructed across 
the space. Tne famous parrot trademark of 
the firm is placed upon the piers at either end 
of the bridge, and the scene is appropriately 
filled out. The space is very large, but is so 
well occupied as to attract a great deal of at- 
tention from the visitors. e background 
scene is familiar to most of these, having 
frequently been seen by them while on steam- 
boat excursions, and is readily recognized. 


Strauss, the photographer, has a large 
space in the hall off the east gallery. Here he 
has hung an immense frame containing strik- 
ing bits of work done by him during the past 
year. There are photographs of nearly ail 
the belles of the city and many of them bave 
been posed in character. Every one of these 
examples has been artistically treated by the 
artist photographer. Inthe arrangement of 
the cards within the limits of the frame great 
skill has been shown and beautiful effects 
— 2 Every face shown is of a well- 

nown lady or gentleman, anda person who 
cannot find in the frame one face he knows 
must himself be unknown. 

The work in every instance has the Strauss 
beauty and Corenty, ot tone, which isa trade- 
mark that cannot infringed. A pleasant 
occupation of spectators who enter the east 
hall is to visit this exhibit and pick out 
friends and acyguaintances from the frame of 
photographs.

The Schottmueller Exposition Oigar Co. bas 
the west corner on the north side of the north 
gallery. There the scene painter has painted 
and built a Cuban tobacco plantation. Moun- 
tains on the left of the picture have upon 
their sides cabins and other buildings, while 
away from the base ofthe mountains stretch 
fields, on which the broad-leaved weed is 
growing luxurantly. It is a very pretty 
picture.

One ofthe handsomest bulldings in the Ex- 
position isthe one erected by Scruggs, Van- 
dervoort & Barney to contain its gorgeous dis- 
lay of dry goods. It stands just in the center 
of the north nave, and all the while people 
crowd about it and stand in the galleries 
—＋ down to admire ite beauty. It is 
built of hard yellow pine and covered with 
carvings, all done by hand, of the most in- 
tricate and beautiful pattern. Its ornaments 
are wrought iron filigree work, and they con- 
trast with the delicate color of the main 
building. The design of the building is very 
neat indeed. The main portion of it is a 
square with the corners cut off and from the 
corners extend wings. The whole is sur- 
mounted by a graceful dome, and the sides 
are huge panes of the most perfect French 
plate glass. It would be impossible to de- 
scribe the costly fine fabrics that are displayed 
in these windows.@ The vast store of Scruggs, 
Vandervoort & Barney was drawn on for its 
finest and prettiest goods, and ner have been 
arranged withso mach artistic skill that the 
exhibit is a gorgeous and magnificent model 
of beauty. Each Window is a picture and an 
attractive one. There are silks ofa quality 
surpassing any ey and laces so delicate 
that they look like the filmy foam that covers 
the waters of the sea. Linens as fine as ever 
princes wore and textiles only of the very 
finest quality are exhibited so gracefully that 
they make a fairy land out of the pretty place. 
The taste that has been exhibited by Scruggs, 
Vandervoort & Barney in prepares this ex- 
hibit is marvelous and if an award was 
made for the finest or most artistic exnibit, 
they would certainly stand a chance of obtain- 
ing it. The exhibit receives unbounded praise 
from the thousands who visit it aud it assur- 
edly deserves all the praise bestowed upon it, 
for aside from its beauty and excellence itis 
decidedty original, which lends it an addl- 
tional charm.

The Corticelli Silk Co. bas its space this year 
On the north side of the gallery in the north 
nave. The exhibit is an exceedingiy hand- 
some one and it has proved one of the most 
attractive. The wail behind itis covered with 
a huge painting of an Italian scene, with 
Italian silk spinners in the foreground. There 
isan old spinning-wheel, used for spinning 
silk, in the center of the exhibit, and around 
it are cases filied with spools of vari-colored 
silk, arranged in such away that the colors 
merge into one another and blend barmoni- 
ously.

The largest, and one ofthe most novel and 

interesting displays of the entire Exposition, 


is (hat made by the William Barr 
Dry Goods Co. It is situated in 
the north nave, against the wall 


of Entertainment Hall. The exhibit repre- 
sents a suit of rooms occupied bya family of 
mechanical wax figures, that seem realiy to 
be living and enjoying life in their 
laxuriously furnis apartments, The par- 
lor is magnificently furnished with appoint- 
ments ofthe most artistic patterns. and- 
some pictures hang on the walls and the 
shelves are covered with bric-a-brac. A lady, 
gorgeously robed in a satin gown, sits by the 
center-table with a book on her lap and about 
her move wax figures of women in magnifii- 
cent dresses of various patterns. The library, 
bed-room, sitting-room, dining-room and 
kitchen are all furnished in the most modern 
style and with elegant furniture, and a pro- 
cession of wax women marches through the 
rooms inspecti them. In the dining-room 
the father, mother and one of the children 
of the family are seated at the table, and the 
old gentleman is at work carving the k, 
while the small boy sits with bis eyes eagerly

detail. It stands just at the juncture of the 
east and north naves on the main floor, and 
arrests the eye of all who pass into 
either one o them. It towers aloft 
above all the buildings near it 
and its unique design and bright 
colors attract immediate attention. It is 


built something after a Moorish pattern, a 
tall square building with buttresses at the 
corner, surmounted — 4 — and plunseles. 
It is painted red and blue, the frame-work 
blue, and the panels a bright crimson. In 
each side there is a arge recess in 
which attractive groups of figures. dressed in 
handsome garments, sit in easy attitudes. 
The figures are clothed according to the sea- 
sons and furnish a most excellent display of 
the splendid articles of apparel Nugent de- 
sired to exhibit. The conceit was novel and 
original and it has been worked out in a man- 
ner that makesthe exhibit one of the most 
extraordinary and attractive inthe Exposi- 
tion. But the genius who presides over the 
display has exhibited the most remarkable in- 
genuity in decorating the outside. Desiring 
to give the building the appearance of bein 

carved in unique designs, he has ornamente 

it with little fancy articles, worked into pet- 
terns of different kinds, tasteful, pretty and 
ingenious, The result is that each side of the 
building presents the appearance of a most 


costly and gorgeous oorish palace and 
through an opening in the walls 
groups of its occupants are seen. 


The work required infinite labor and pains 
but the result is magnificeut, and the exhibit 
as a whole is one that will attract attention ail 
during the Exposition, and be remembered 
when it closes. How much attention it at- 
tracts one may judge by standing for a mo- 
ment in view of it and watching the crowds 
that gather aboutitto gaze on its beauties.

It makes a 
pretty picture and the maid at the counter is 
never lonely, forevery young man who sees 
her becomes a customer. 


The Straus-Emerich Outfittin Co. bas 
furnished one of the most beautiful exhibits in 
the Exposition. It is in the north nave, up 
stairs, and rests against the Music. Hall wall. 
It represents a parlor, bed-room and dining- 
room and they are furnished tastefully, but 
grandly. The parlor set would make the 
mouth of any — married couple water, 
and around the exhibit may be seen a great 
many young people who look at the 
handsome rooms with very suspicious and 
guilty looks on their faces. A good 
many engagements are announced for this fall 
and from the appearance of many of the 
young couples who stand about Straus-Em- 
erich’s exhibit it is evident that they are going 
housekeeping. No wonder they admire the 
furniture, for itis beautiful and it is arranged 
with so much neatness that its beauty is en- 
hanced. The three rooms all openon the 
gallery and look like a charming suit just 
ready to receive its occupants. 


The J. L. Isaacs Wall Paper Co. has an ex 
hibit which forms the entrance to one of the 
art galleries, and it is designed withthe ut- 
most artistic skill and constructed in a man- 
ner that shows exceileat workmanship. As 
you face it you notice two Egyptian pil- 
lars supporting a beam, colored after 
an Egyptian fashion and covered with the 
péculiar fancy work that is the usual orna- 
mentinthatancientland. The pillows, too, 
are wrought with fanciful designs, after the 
fashion of the Egyptian decorators, and the 
entrance looks like one of those superb 

ateways that are seen so often in pictures. 

nside the walls are covered with designs 
worked out in natural woods of various colors 
such as are used in wood flooring, 
and the patterns are graceful and pretty. The 
exhibit is a very — surprise to those 
who walk outof the art gallery. They expect 
to be ushered directly into one of the balls, 
but instead they find themselves in this 
charming Egyptian gateway, and the surprise 
is always agreeable. 


An exhibit that. arouses as much interest as 
any other, at least among a certain class of 
visitors, is that of Portman Bros., the man- 
ufacturers of willow ware, who have their 
display in the gallery on the east side of the 
east nave. On a handsome platiorm stand 
fifteen baby carriages made of willow 
and lined with silk, with pretty tops thrown 
back. The neatest patterns imaginable are 
worked outin willowand the carriages are 
lovely enough to delight any baby fortunate 
enough to have one to ride in. <A group of 
mothers is always about them, and they are 
the subject of great praise.

This morning a note was found on the side- 
walk in front of No. 2609 Olive street by®% 
young man named Pickering, son of Mr, E, O.

OUR MEXICAN TRADE. 

According to a report of the Mexican 
Treasury, which we find in the Two Re- 
publice of August 30, the total exports of 
Mexico for the first six months of the fis- 
cal year 1888-1889 amounted to $26,846,990, 
an increase of more than $2,500,000 over 
the corresponding period of the pre- 
ceding year. “But this total was 
made up ot $18,566,491 worth of met- 
als and ores and only $8,280M98 worth of 
other exports, showing that Mexico as yet 
has little besides metals and raw material 
to exchange for the manufactured goods 
she imports. 

From the same report we find that the 
great bulk of Mexico’s exports came to 
the United States. Of her metal exports 
we took $11,774,932 worth, or very nearly 
two-thirds of the whole exportation, and 
of the other exports we took $6,794,203 
worth, or more than three times as much 
as all other countries combined. 

In excluding the bulk of these imports 
from Mexico by an arbitrary reversal of 
a long-recognized Treasury ruling, we 
simply exclude so much freightfrom our 
railroads running into Mexico, so much 
raw material for our smelters and metal- 
workers, so much added to our material 
wealth and contributed to the building up 
of a profitable commerce between the two 
countries. Still it is not strange 
that the Mexican press and President 
Diaz regard Mr. WIWpoOou's ruling as an 
act of hostility calling for retaliation and 
indicating that the Harrison Administra- 
tion will favor nothing at the Congress 
of American Powers calculated to im- 
prove the commercial intercourse between 
the United States and Mexico. 

The Two Republics, however, takes the 
more correct view that Mr. WINDoM is 
merely discharging a political obligation 
to certain private interests, and instead 
of striking at Mexican interests is injuring 
his own country rather than Mexico, 
Speaking of his new regulations it says: - 

Their immediate effect may be to tempora- 
rily paralyze work in some mining districts, 
but the ultimate result will be to cause the 
erection of smelters in this country and to 
send the major part of the export ores to Eu- 
rope. The Mexican people will certainly gain 
by the erection of smelters in the republic and 
we are glad to know that some of these will be 
due to American capital. Butthe turning of 
the current of the ore trade to Europe, or 
even a considerable part of it, causes a corre- 
sponding loss to American commerce. 

A great Mexican trade is one of the 
grandest possibilities in the future of St. 
Louis, and her manufacturers and mer- 
chants should take these matters under 
consideration and be prepared to impress 
a proper view of them on those who are to 
represent our country in the approaching

The Governor Knows Nothing of the Danish

JEFFERSON City, Mo., September 6.— Gov. 
Francis arrived from St. Louis this afternoon. 
He knows nothing of any application 
from the Danish Minister asking clemency 


for Anderson. The attorneys of Anderson, 
however, have made application for a com- 
mutation of the death penalty to life impris- 
onment and have intimated that the Danish 
Government had been asked to appeal for 
mercy in behalt of the condemned man.

THE TELEPHONE LITIGATION. 


Prospects of a Strong Fight by the Bell Com- 
pany’s Rivals, 
By Te'egraph tothe Post-Disratrcna. 
Wasninctos, D. C., September 6¢.—The 
suit of the United States Government againat 
the Bell Telephene Co. has assumed a more 
definite aspect. Kumors are giving piace to 
action. The Government suit charges the 
Bell company with fraud in the methods by 
which their patents were obtained. It also 
alleges the company had no right to the 
patents, however honestly obtained, because 
of the priority of the invention by Daniel 
Drabaugh. The revival of the claim was made 
a few weeks ago, when John R. Bartieet, 
President of the Drabaugh syn- 
dicate, in an interview with a 
reporter stated that the Government 
had called ou his people for assistance in the 
effort t establish the justice of their case. He 
said that the new suit involved an entirely 
new contest for the telephone rights and that 
it would be pushed up to the limit of legal 
possibilities. The significance of this declara- 
tion was somewhat lost sight of because it was 
known that the rival claims to Bell were com- 
prehended in a multitude of patents and sev- 
eral companies, among whom any probabil- 
ity of uniting was Giseredited.

Success of the Commission Negotiating for 
Their Mineral Lands. 


LEWISTON, Idaho, September 6.—The com- 
mittee, consisting of Gen. Ben Simpson, Hon. 
J. H. Shoup and Capt. N. B. Humphrey, who 
went up some three weeks since to negotiate 
with the Cour d'Alene Indians, for the sur- 
render of the mineral and timber lands and 
navigable waters on their reservation, is 
making very satisfactory progress with its bu- 
siness. The Indians were at first inclined to 
receive the commission coolly, as the $150,000 


promised them by the Government when they 
surrendered a part ot their reservation be- 
fore has not yet been — and there 1s, be- 
ide, money still due them for damages by the 
railroad running through their reservation 

Satistactory essurances having been given 
the Indians thatthe moneys would be paid 
and reasonable excuses given for the delay, 
the Indians expressed a willingness to treat 
with the commission, and as Gen. Simpson 
has exprersed his intention of recommending 
thata fair and reasonable price be paid tor 
their lands, the negotiations are proceeding 
favorably,and itis expected will be concluded 
in about ten days, when the commission will 
return to Portland, Ore., after which Gen. 
Simpson will proceed to Washington to lay 
the result before the department. The com- 
missioners were very much pleased with the 
examination of the lands, and are satisfied 
that it willform avery valuable addition to 
the Cour a’ Alene districtand produce a con- 
siderable amount of wealth. hey are fur- 
nished wilh s lot of samples ot ore from the 
mines of the reservation, both fromthe Wolf 
Ledge Bay, atthe north end of the lake, and 
fromthe country between the Cour d’Alene 
and St. Joe Rivers.

Gov. Fowler on the Negro Exodus From 
North Carolina, 


Fv Telerranvh to the Post-DIsPaAtTcnH. 

Hor SrRWos, N. C., September 6.—When 
asked ifthe people of North Carolina viewed 
with alarm the departure of the negroes to 
other States, Gov. Fowlerreplied decidedly 
that they did not. The migration expected is 
about 50,000 per annum, and at this rate the 
gradual ceparture of the negroes would, in 
his oplaion, be a decided advantage for the 


State, which he regards as ‘‘the white man’s 
country. Its mountains, full of valuable 
ores, and its varied natural resources offer 
greatinducements to the white man, but are 
not such as tempt negro ambition. 
We want Northern white men to come 
down here and settle, remarked the Gov- 
ernor, ‘‘and these people really are coming 
into the State to make homes for themselves, 
But the presence of the negro keeps many 
away. A Northerner does not like negroes 
as welleven as wedo. He does not wish to 
be put on the same plane as the negro in com- 
peting for labor. We have about six hundred 
thousand negroes in the State and 1,200,000 
whites. I should not care to see the negro 
opulation depart from North Carolina in a 
ody. My belief is firm, however, in the 
introduction of sturdy white men as 
the means of developin our vast 
resources. Northern people are be- 
ginniug to find that the Southerners 
are hospitable, — 2 —ͤ— people. A Lan- 
kee can come down bere aud take his place 
among us and find exactly as hearty a co- 
operation in business and socially as he will 
find in the North. The much talked about 
sectional feeling does not exist inthe minds 
of the representative peopie of the South, 
Why, I awn a Yankee myself. My father was a 
Massachusetts man and I am proud of it. 
Those ofus who fought against the Union 
were whipped, and we have a very hearty re- 
spect for the victor, and for the most part are 
sensible enough to recognize that petty ex- 
pressions of ill feeling towards the North 
come from an excitable and almost irrespon- 
sible element. In this respect the representa- 
tive newspapers at such points as Charleston, 
Atlanta., New Orleans and Memphis are inju- 
dicious in their expressions and do not reflect 
our true sentiment.’’

The Daughter Leavesthe Father and Goes 
to the Mother in Louisville. 


Early yesterday morning Chief Anton Hueb- 
ler was in receipt ot a telegram from the au- 
thorities of Louisville, Ky., which asked for 
instructions concerning the disposition of a 
young girl who was held in that city.
